THE ABOVE figures and 
liercentago of increase shows 
tliat school tax rate increa.ses 
do not match increases in 
other areas. To keep jiace 
with the percentage of in¬ 
crease in consumer jirico in¬ 
dex a 1 o n o, Sierra Madre’s 
lax rate should be $2.25. Tlie 
proposed tax limit of $1.95 
for 19,59-60 is still less than 
tlie 1958 consumer jiricc in¬ 
dex.

This situation does not ajj- 
ply to Sierra Madre. Tlie leg¬ 
islation concerning annexa¬ 
tion under consideration in 
Sacramento also does not 
apply — since it concerns 
school districts with 255,000 
ADA and over.

“Primarily I want a good 
education for my child¬ 
ren," said Mrs. Colbert. 
“But I'm also concerned' 
with spirollng taxes. 

"Annexation, I believe, is 
the best solution and it 
should be accomplisbed as 
soon os possible. Why put 
an additional burden on 
Sierra Madre when annex¬ 
ation is inevitable. 

"Ten years ago we solved 
a financial problem by 
putting our seventh and 
eighth graders into the 
Pasadena system. F o ur 
years ago, we solved a 
problem by closing the 
cafeteria, and eliminating 
bus service and the music 
teacher. 

“I want a good educa- 
tionol system in the most 
economical woy possible." 

MONEY COULD be saved, 
Mrs. Colbert suggested, by 
reducing the salaries of the 
superintendent, $11,000 a 
year plus $400 for mileage; 
the sujjcrintendont’s secre- 
tary, .$5,484; the bookkeeper, 
$5,880, and Hie school nurse, 
$6,930. 

The amount whicli could 
be saved wasn’t specified, al¬ 
though several jiersons in the 
audience wondered if it 
would be worthwhile, since 
only a “penny or two” could 
bo cut from the tax rate. 

If the school tax rates 
pass, said Mrs. Colbert, the 
elementary rate in Sierra 
Madre will be $2.06 and in 
Pasadena $1.93. 

(The basic rate would be 
$1.93 in Pasadena and $1.95 
in Sierra Madre, excluding 
the override in both cases. 
Sierra Madre’s over-ride is 
11 cents, while Pasadena may 
or may not attach an over¬ 
ride. ) 

In answer to questions 
from the floor inquiring as 
to why Mrs. Colbert doesn’t 
attend School Board meet¬ 
ings and other functions, the 
candidate said she doesn’t 
think it necessary to go to 
every meeting to be in¬ 
formed. 

Several years ago, she said, 
she had been active in the 
PTA, the Republican Club 
and other activities, but her 
family now keeps her occu¬ 
pied. 

Later, when Mrs. Colbert 
was attempting to answer a 
question, she said “I must be 
nervous.” To this Kenneth 
Moyer replied: 

"As a Republican in 
Sierra Madre, Mrs. C^beit, 
you have no reason to be 
nervous." 

Mr. Moyer, incidentally, is 
president of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Democratic Club. 

THE FINAL candidate to 
speak, Mrs. Charles Fretz, 
pointed out that she has at¬ 
tended most School Board

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Editorials 

High School for Girls 

A miracle of miracles nearly happened in Sierra 

^^‘^FoUowrng^the last meeting of the Planning Com¬ 
mission, it appeared as if the proposal to build a 
Catholic high school for girls at Mt. Alverno would 
be approved without the standard sound and fury. 

But such was not to be. No less than 47 
signed written objections, a development which 
makes a public hearing mandatory. 

THE PROTESTS are understandable, although 
the logic behind them seems far-fetched. A property 
owner, like a mother bear, is quick to take up the 
cudgel in defense of home and hearth when anything 
strange-appears on the horizon, be it a hunter or an 

attornev with a briefcase. , . , t 

In the Mt. Alverno problem, the objectors af¬ 
fixed their signatures to a long list of protests, the 
most serious of which seem to be that a high school 
would cause property values to decrease, create a 
traffic hazard and result in a tax loss. It was men¬ 
tioned also that the Sisters of St. Francis, their su¬ 
periors (or somebody) had promised never to build 

a school on tho 13*3crc estate. 

This last allegation is difficult to comment upon 
since what one person remembers may be quite dif¬ 
ferent from what his neighbor recalls, even though 
both witnessed the same incident. . , . 

Concerning the other complaints, I ve tried in vain 
to find any justification for them. 

HOW, I WONDER, would a high school fof 500 
girls situated on a 13-acre tract of wooded land, sur¬ 
rounded by a wall, a fence and thick hedges, lessen 

property^values^. ^ peeping Torn would 

know that anyone lives there. Secondly, a high school 
may well increase values since many persons want to 
live close to their children’s school. 

Likewise, it’s hard to understand how a school 
that will contain 500 girls is going to create a traffic 
V, orri Pirls haooilv Eire safer drivers than boys, 
Sr^ing statfsK and are not generally given 

'°^t wtrfearefS^ir™ that La Salle 
High School in Pasadena, only a few blocks f[om the 
proposed girls’ school, would create a fearful traffic 
problem. 

THE PROBLEM never developed—and La Salle 

is a toys^c^erno_ it's true, presently pays taxes. Its 
tax bill this year, in fact, is $2,673.10, of which the 
City of Sierra Madre gets about 25 per cent. 

^In all liklihood, though, Mt. Alverno will con¬ 
tinue to pay taxes after a high school is m operation, 
Snee under state law only those buildings used ex¬ 
clusively for educational purposes are tax exempt. 

The present Mother House on the grounds, a mag¬ 
nificent structure copied after a home in Florence, 
Italy, which was designed by Michaelang^elo, would 
still be the quarters of the Sisters of St. Francis and 
presumably would still be taxable. i. , 

In any event, to deny use of grounds for a school 
simply to avoid a relatively minute tax loss seems an 
extremely mercenary approach. 

Anybody for Mors? 

For at least 10 years attempts have been made 
to build a street behind businesses on Sierra Madre 
Blvd from Baldwin to somewhere near Hermos^ 

it would seem that a decade is long enough to 
permit the development of a sound plan for a project 

as simple as a new street. i 

We fought a world war, developed rockets that 
can fly to the moon and passenger airplanp that can 
speed from Los Angeles to New York in four hours, 
all in less then 10 years. 

but a NEW street, one which obviously is 
needed, baffles us here in Sierra Madre. 

Now residents of Esperanza. ar protesting, not 
the street itself but plans which call for it to turn 
south at the Hansen Ford Agency and exit on Esper- 
anza. 

They argue that exiting a business street in a 
residential zone would create a traffic hazard, par¬ 
ticularly since trucks will be using it, that property 
values on Esperanza would inveitably decline and 
that the idea itself is bad planning. 

Furthermore, they wonder why they should be 
expected to support a project they think is wrong 
simply to benefit a few businesses. 

IT DOES indeed appear foolish to exit a business 
street in a residential area and the assumption that 
traffic would be heavier is undoubtedly a correct 

one. , ^ . 

But on the other hand, there are only two busi¬ 
ness streets in Sierra Madre—Baldwin and Sierra 
Madre Blvd.—so wherever the exit may be some¬ 
body’s going to be mad. 

It has been suggested that the street turn north 
at the bank and exit in Sierra Madre Blvd.—a solu¬ 
tion which probably would create consternation in 
the Police Department, particularly during rush 
hours; that it end in a circular cul de sac behind the 
bank, a solution with which the City Council does 
not agree, or that the street be built through to Her- 
mosa, which, of course, is also a residential street. 

In addition, everybody involved would like to 
have his cake and eat it, too, by having the street 
built at the general expense of the taxpayer. 

THE BEST solution, I believe, would be to con¬ 
struct the street one full block long, from Baldwin 
to Hermosa, but apparently this raises some mighty 
problems which probably could not be solved for 
another 10 years. 

In any event, the interminable wrangling seems 
to have driven councilmen to the brink of hari kari. 
If enough pressure is applied, the Council may give 
up entirely. 

This would leave Sierra Madre Blvd. business¬ 
men holding the bag, particularly John Rasmussen 
who wants to develop property he owns behind his 
store. But to develop the land, the area must be re- 
zoned from commercial to R-3, and this the Council 
has declined to consider before the problem of access 
and egress has been settled. 

ALL OF which brings us back to the take off 
point, so maybe we should start drawing up new 
plans and spend the next decade arguing about them. 

This would give competing businesses outside 
Sierra Madre plenty of time to get more firmly 
entrenched, and those of us who are competely dis¬ 
gusted at the end of the 10-year period could join the 
move to colonize Mars. There will be plenty of zon¬ 
ing problems to fight about on that planet.

CAP GUNS AND MARBLES 

Dear Sir: 

I don’t want to seem to 
make a “Federal case’’ out 
of a bag of marbles, but I 
should like to answer E. Ker- 
sting Court’s letter re: the 
abolition of marbles at 
school, because I feel two 
principles are involved. 

The first has to do with 
the advisability of writing 
protest letters before finding 
out the facts; and the second 
has a far more serious impli¬ 
cation, and has to do with 
our basic faith in the respon¬ 
sibleness and integrity of our 
school authorities. 

'Phe writer says that a bet¬ 
ter reason than “Marbles are 
getting to be a problem” 
should bo given. There is one 
very good way of finding out 
the reason, and that is to 
call the source of the bul¬ 
letin. 

I HAD not called when I 
first read the bulletin, as I 
felt sure the decision had 
been one thoughtfully reached 
and it never occurred to me 
it might be an "anti-boy” 
campaign. 

I could not send my child 
to a school for instruction 
where I did not have more 
trust in the sincerity and 
dedication of the administra¬ 
tion and teachers. But after 
reading E.K.C.’s letter I did 
call Mr. Hawkins, principal 
of Sierra Madre School, on 
Friday, May 1, at 11:30 a.m. 
Up to that time no one else 
had asked him about the 
marbles situation, so unless 
the writer talked to a teach¬ 
er he (or she) had appar¬ 
ently made no attempt to 
find out the facts. 

Mr. Hawkins had read the 
letter and appreciated much 
of what was said in it, about 
the importance of texture 
feeling for youngsters, sur¬ 
faces, rough and smooth ma¬ 
terials, etc., as good sound 
psychology. 

HE ACCEPTS the fact that 
marbles are wonderful for 
boys (he has sons of his 
own), but asks if school is 
the place for them or the 
home yard, porch, driveway, 
or empty lot (yes, there still 
are some). Our schools are 
constantly being faced with 
increasing requirements 
which must be included in 
the curriculum, and admin¬ 
istrators and teachers try 
hard to get all these in the 
limited time they have the 
children with them. When 
one activity is found to con¬ 
sume more time than is war¬ 
ranted, it does seem wise 
planning to eliminate it at 
school. 

The “problem” was simple. 
The playing of marbles at 
recess was an accepted pas¬ 
time, and considered a valu¬ 
able one. During recess the 
school gives what they call 
“custodial supervision,” which 
is different than the physical 
education time when actual 
instruction is being given in 
various games and sports. It 
is during that time that some 
teachers are given a “coffee 
break” (they are as human 
as the rest of us and need 
to get away from their job, 
too), so that the supervision 
may consist of only one or 
two teachers. 

THE MARBLE players 
were getting into so many 
personal scraps that it took 
too much time of the super¬ 
visor and prevented h i m 
from watching and protect¬ 
ing the whole group in the 
yard. Also, some youngsters 
were bringing large bags of 
marbles, with the result that 
some would spill in the class¬ 


rooms where a wild scramble 
would ensue, taking time 
from the class work. 

At one time a bag spilled 
in the back of the audito¬ 
rium during a talk on conser¬ 
vation, and it docs not take 
much imagination to realize 
what the tantalizing music 
of all those marbles rolling 
merrily down the aisle did 
to the attention of the chil¬ 
dren! 

As a policy, toys at school 
arc generally discouraged. I 
believe it is commonly ac¬ 
cepted that cap guns, squirt 
guns, liula hoops, Eskimo yo¬ 
yos, etc., should not bo in 
school, although they are 
considered good play mate¬ 
rial. But is school the place 
for them? The school pro¬ 
vides excellent play equip¬ 
ment and teachers to super¬ 
vise it, all at a cost to the 
taxpayer. Let’s make use of 
these facilities.

MR. NIXON AND HIS 
FRIENDS — Politicians are 
fond of saying that they 
know how to take care of 
their enemies, but Lord help 
them when it comes to han¬ 
dling their friends. Vice 
President Nixon must be 
saying something like this 
today as the result of an epi¬ 
sode at Jackson, Miss, on 
April 17, 1959. 

The Mississippi Economic 
Council, a private organiza¬ 
tion, invited Sen. Barry Cold- 
water (R. Arz.) to address 
a local luncheon and, ac¬ 
cording to local reports, he 
made quite a hit. In fact the 
Jack.son Clarion-Ledger de¬ 
scribed Goidwater as being 
as “keen an oratorical 
marksman as Mi.ssissippi 
has heard in many moons.” 
He also spoke at a Missi.ssip- 
pi Republican breakfast and 
held a press conference. 

Before the latter group 
Goldwater said he regarded 
Earl Warren as unfit to be 
chief justice because “he 
hasn’t practiced law in 25 
years, has never been a 
judge and is a socialist.” Ac¬ 
cording to the wire service 
reports, Goldwater also- was 
fulsome in his prai.se of the 
Vice President. 

NIXON WAS lucky in one 
respect. The Goldwater 
speech did not get much edi¬ 
torial attention. 

The accounts by United 
Press International and the 
Associated Press differed in 


detail but agreed on many 
of the essentials. The UPI 
.story gave a national em¬ 
phasis to Goldwater’s re¬ 
marks. The AP story led off 
with the remarks about War¬ 
ren. Neither story got much 
play in the northern press 
breaking as they did for Sat¬ 
urday papers. 

What must have been em¬ 
barrassing (0 Nixon were the 
following points reportedly 
made by Goldwater; 

1. He believes most Repub¬ 
lican leaders want to with¬ 
hold enforcement of school 
integration. “I think the gen¬ 
eral feeling in the Repub¬ 
lican Party now is let the 
Southern states go along as 
they are,” he was reported to 
have said. 

2. It was Goldwatcr’s opin¬ 
ion that most Republicans 
across the country believe 
the sending of troops to 
Little Rock “was a mistake.” 

And this was his final 
point, as told by UPI: 

“Goldwater also told news- 
men that he did not believe 
Vice President Nixon would 
be ’as dedicated to support 
the Supreme Court’ If he be¬ 
came President as would a 
Democrat.” 

Cioldwater has not repudi¬ 
ated the quotations attri¬ 
buted to him. And Nixon has 
not repudiated Goldwater. 


OUR POLITICAL AMBAS¬ 
SADORS — The furore over 
Clare Boothe Luce’s appoint¬ 
ment as Ambassador to Bra¬ 


zil is likely to be repeated in 
the case of the Administra¬ 
tion’s nominee for Ambassa¬ 
dor to Israri, Ogden Reid, Jr. 
The new head of the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee. 
Sen. William Fulbrlght (D.-

Kennedy Labor Bill Called Ineffective

The purpo.se of Congres¬ 
sional inve.stigations is to 
determine legislative needs. 
After two years and a couple 
of million dollars worth of 
investigating, the McClellan 
Committee seems to have 
been a total waste of effort. 

The Kennedy Labor Bill, as 
written by the Senate, does 
not do the job. It does not 
deal effectively witii the 
chief problems disclosed by 
the McClellan Committee, 
blackmail picketing, the sec¬ 
ondary boycott, and the in¬ 
adequacies of National La¬ 
bor Relations Board law. We 
mu.st try to correet the Ken¬ 
nedy Bill in the House of 
Representatives, and I think 
we have a good chance of 
succeeding. In the meantime, 
I find it most Interesting that 
Teamster President James R. 
Hoffa, who bore the brunt of 
the McCellan Committee’s 
attack, is still riding high, 
wide, and handsome. 

DESPITE THE adverse 
publicity following McClel¬ 
lan Committee hearings, the 
International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters is today the most 
virile trade union in the na¬ 
tion. The Teamsters are still 
gaining members while the 
giant AFL-CIO is losing. 
They have won organization, 
al votes in several key in- 
du.stries in recent months. 

There is much to indicate 
that employers, too, prefer 
the Teamsters when union¬ 
ization is Inevitable and 
they are in a position to in¬ 
fluence the selection of the 
union to represent their em¬ 
ployees. This has been one of 


the most .striking revelations 
of McClellan Committee 
hearings. 

Workers' preference for the 
Teamsters over the Uniteii 
Auto Workers and other 
AFL-CIO affiliates is en¬ 
lightening, but not neces.sar- 
ily surprising. Men and 
women who work for wages 
are naturally, legitimately, 
and primarily interested in 
take-home pay, and Team¬ 
ster wage gains top all oth¬ 
ers. 

A study shows average 
pay increases of 43 cents 
per hous in Teamster 
negotiated contracts from 
1954 to 1958. This is well 
above Auto, Electrical, and 
Steel Workers. In addition. 
Teamsters have li a d fewer 
work stoppages than any 
other big union. Steady work 
and high wages doubtlessly 
account for membership 
growth in the Teamsters. 

ON ’THE MANAGEMENT 

side of the ledger. Industry 
leaders have expressed their 
preperence for the Teamsters 
more than once, when con¬ 
fronted with a choice be¬ 
tween two unions. The man¬ 
agement of at least one 
large manufacturing firm 
assisted in signing up its 
workers for tlie 'Teamsters 
when faced with the threat 
of a United Auto Workers 
organizational drive. 

One employer stated flat¬ 
ly: “When you sign a con¬ 
tract with the 'Teamsters, 
you can be sure they’ll carry 
out their end of the bargain. 
No wildcat strikes. No har¬ 
assment. No slowdowns. It 
means we can plan ahead 
with confidence.” Obviously, 


tliat mciins a lot to a busi¬ 
nessman. 

The practical differences 
between the Teamsters and 
AFL-CIO affiliates is trans¬ 
lated into phiIo.sophy in the 
w'ords of their leaders. 

Teamster President Jimmy 
Hoffa talks about wages and 
working condtlons, 

AFL-CIO Vico President 
Walter Reuthor talks about 
politics and broad national 


REUTHER SEIZES upon 
unemployment as an excuse 
to pump for a shorter work 
week. Ho will spout 10,000 
meaningle.ss words on the 
subject at the drop of a pres¬ 
idential candidate’s name. 

Practical James Hoffa, in 
less than 25 words, points 
out that a shorter work week 
would merely result in more 
“moonlighting” (workers 
holding down two jobs) and 
would not affect unem¬ 
ployment. 

When a.sked a question 
about racial integration in 
the South, Hoffa said, “That 
is not the question here; this 
is a question of collective 
bargaining.” 

In his statements on that 
subject, Reuther replies in 
lengthly platitudes about 
“human e q u a t io ns” and 
“God-given” rights. 

To sum up, Hoffa keeps 
his eye on the lunch box; 
Reuther keeps his on the 
ballot box. The workers. It 
would appear, are more In¬ 
terested in the lunch box so 
far as their labor unions are 
concerned, which accounts 
for the .strength of the Team¬ 
sters.

THE CALIFORNIA Highway Commission has taken under consideration the adop¬ 
tion of a freeway routing for 6.2 miles of U.S. Highway 66 in Arcadia, Monrovia 
and Duarte. The proposed route is referred to locally os the Foothill Freeway. State 
Highway Engineer G. T. McCoy tcommended a route which would run just north 
of and parallel with the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad tracks. The rec¬ 
ommended route extends from 1,500 feet east of Michillinda Ave. to the Duarte city 
limit at Bradbourne Ave. It runs north of Colorado St., then swings south to cross 
Huntington Drive and parallels that street on the south, McCoy said the route 
’can be extended eastward on any of the various feasible alternates being con¬ 
sidered through Irwindale and Azusa.

State Legislators Study Compromise Water Bill

state legislators this week 
studied a new compromise 
proposal from Gov. Kdmund 
G. Brown which the governor 
said might break the stale-, 
mate on a state wide water 
development program. 

Gov. Brown said the pro¬ 
posal is a possible substitute 
for the constitutional amend¬ 
ment sought by Southern 
California legislators. The 
constitutional' amendment 
would prohibit impairment 
of water contracts except by 
a two-thirds vote of the Leg¬ 
islature. 

Gov. Brown said his pro¬ 
posal would amend a bill 
calling for a $960 million 
bond issue for water devel¬ 
opment, now before the Leg- 
islatur, to provide that water 
and power revenues accruing 
under the contracts be dedi¬ 
cated to paying off the bonds. 

Strong support for the 
amendment came from the 
author of the $960 million 
bond issue bill, Sen. Hugh 
M. Burns (D), Fresno, presi¬ 
dent pro tempore of the 
Senate. 

Dedicating revenues to pay¬ 
ing off the bonds would as¬ 
sure, in effect,' that water 
contracts would not be sub¬ 
ject to impairment by act of 
the Legislature during the 
life of the bonds.

Railroads 
Lag in Freight 
Hauling 

For-hire truck operators 
collected more than six times 
as much revenue as railroads 
for hauling intrastate freight 
In California during 1958, ac¬ 
cording to an annual tabula¬ 
tion by the California Public 
Utilities Commission. 

The revenue of highway 
carriers totaled $557,512,993 
during 1958 while that of 
railroads was $89,837,907. 
Revenues of carriers by wa¬ 
ter totaled $669,268. 

Railroad intrastate freight 
revenues were 13.4 per cent 
of the $668,020,168 total com¬ 
pared with 14.7 per cent in 
1957, while the for-hire truck 
operators’ share climbed 
from 85 per cent in 1957 to 
86.5 per cent of the total last 
year. Water carriers hauled 
3/10 of 1 per cent of the 
total in 1957 and only 1/10 
of 1 per cent in 1958. Last 
year was the first since 1949 
that railroad revenue dipped 
below $90,000,000 per year. 

Total revenues of intra¬ 
state carriers reached a new 
high last year. The $668,020,- 
168 for 1958 compares with 
$662,740,328 in 1956 and $641,- 
430,024 in 1957. Ten years ago 
the total revenue of all intra¬ 
state carriers was $366,969.- 
592.

It also requires de¬ 
tailed financial reports from 
unions and employers on 
money spent for labor rela¬ 
tions, sets up penalties for 
employers offering or union 
officials accepting a bribe, 
and establishes control over 
so-called trusteeships i m- 


posed by parent labor groups 
on a labor union. 


THE SENATE FINANCE 

Committee approved last 
week Gov. Brown’s proposal 
for an Economic Develop¬ 
ment Agency. 

The bill, authored by Sen. 
James A. Cobey (D), Merced, 
at the governor’s reque.st, 
provides that the agency will 
act as a clearing house on 
economic data for industries 
interested in locating in the 
State.

THE ASSEMBLY approved 
and sent to the Senate Gov.

GOV, BROWN suffered his 
\ first legislative defeat of the 
1959 session of the State Leg¬ 
islature last week when the 
Senate Labor Committee 
killed his minimum wage bill. 

The bill was opposed prin¬ 
cipally by agricultural forces, 
who said it would place Cali¬ 
fornia farmers at a competi¬ 
tive disadvantage with farm¬ 
ers in other states. 

It would have provided for 
a 90-cent hourly minimum 
wage for non-farm workers.
